much that was pleasant and instructive, 
especially to those who are identified with 
the church. 


The brief voluntary addresses were a dis- 


tinctive feature, and the speakers were John 
C. Stuckert, Esq., one of the elders of the 
church, who spoke for the elders with force 
and appropriateness ; Rev. E. A. Rook, of 
the Baptist church ; Rev. C. H. Rorer, of 
the Methodist Episcopal church ; Rev. W. 
C. Hendrickson, and Rev. Dr. Knox. 
Each 


spoke in a way characteristic of himself, 
and the remarks were not all clothed in a 
somb.e garb. 
Even in a church people 


sometimes have opportunities of indulging 
in merry ripples of laughter, and they 
would be foolish to restrain the natural im- 
pulse. What a happy thing it is that relig- 
ion does not always wear a look of gloom, 
array itself in perpetual gravity, or shut 
out the light and blessing of cheerfulness. 


It is no disparagement of what fell from 


the lips of others to say that the compact 
and fervent address of Mr. Rorer, spoken so 
eloquently and so beautifully, out of a warm 
heart of fullness, felicitously graced the oc- 
casion. 


Some things worthy of note may have 


escaped my attention or eluded my pen, but 
I will not close without once more referring 
to the music, although I am innocent of a 
musical ear. 
Though good in all its parts, 


and entitled to special mention, I cannot re- 
frain from speaking particularly of the solo 
by Miss Belle L. Douglass, whose beautiful 
voice charmed every soul, and through her

far as incessant practicing would lot mo 
enjoy it. 
We hail our own oar, nnd tho 


wheels run very smoothly, so that I was 
able to practice seven hours a day while 
under wny, a thing I hare never been ablo 
to do before. 


In California tho weather was exceed- 


ingly pleasant, so that I enjoyed myself 
thoro more than anywhere,. Still I wag 
glad to return to New York, for In Now 
York one gets a broath of metropolitan life 
fluch as exists nowhere else In America." 


To an Evening Post reporter tho musi- 


cian said that he had suffered much from 
She warm weather. Said he: "Whatwould 
L not nave given ir uiis weiuunio unaueu 
iad oomo before my last recital In this 
city? Truly tho weather was such lust Sat- 
jrdoy thut before entering the music hall 
[ had a recurrence of one of those dreadful 
attacks o.J stage fright which used to ren- 
der mo almost powerless when I was a stu- 
dent. It can bo imagined how I felt before 
tho concert was over, especially when It Is 
remembered that I had to wear a long and 
oloso fitting coat, not to mention my hair. 
Such is tlie price of vanity. Unfortunately 
my vanities are beginning to bo shared by 
others. Thus, when I proposed to have 
my hair cut ono fortnight ago, I was pre- 
vented from doing so by my managers, who 
•(otually pretended that it would be re- 
gbrdod as a breach of faith by those who 
had purchased tickets for the last con- 
certs. '' 


The fact of his stage fright at Satur- 


day's concert will be surprising to many, 
as tho great mnjority of those present 
thought that ho had never before played 
sosuperbly. Continuing, Padorewskisaid: 


"Myplnns are to spend tho first few 


weeks on the other side in Paris, after 
which I intend to go to southern Switzer- 
land to devote myself to composing, 
shall work on my now onera, tho inatru- 
nnea. 
j. nave not decided yet what the 


name of tho opera will be, but it is a mis- 
take to suppose that it will deal with Pol- 
ish subjects, merely because the music will 
bo Slavic In its character. I have played 
so long and so much now that I can cer- 
tainly afford to devote myself to compos- 
ing alone for a few years to come. That is 
why I do not expect to return to America 
very soon." 


He is much interested in the Bott violin

Doubtless, whon sho told the story of the 
etlly woman who filched from tlio strong 
to- <.c „ ,„,.„ ,,l,u Lad fooou guying nil his 
life, sho simply imagined that such a thing 
might well bo. And now we read thut it 
has been. At the quarter sessions one Luoy 
Clack of a village near Bampton, Eng- 
land. w»s convicted of having stolon £120, 
tho lifelong savings of on old villager 
named Whipp. Ho had not indeed confided 
tho money to her safe keeping, but she had 
found out whore lie hid it in his lonely 
cottage and had taken the key from his 
pocket as he Iny asleep. She first enter- 
tained him at her house and then Insisted 
on seeing him homo and Into bad. Her 
lavish expondituio excited suspicion, es- 
pecially as it was an expenditure of sov- 
ereigns, for old Whipp's hoard was all In 
gold. Whipp grow unoasy, wont to look at 
his box, found it empty and called in the 
police. Nearly 40 sovereigns were hidden 
in her house; the rest had vanished. Luoy 
Clack said sho had found the money be- 
hind a wainscoting, but the jury did not 
believe her, and she was sentenced to hard 
labor for 15 months.

A "Y* Ray That Will Tarn Another Metal 


Into Gold. 


Whon it was annoanoBd a few days sgo 


f.hat George Lawronco Johnson, a farmer 
living near Fairfiukl, had discovered a 
process allied to the X rays and which ho 
termed Y rays, by means of whit/i i\ base 
metal could be transmitted Into gold at 
imall cost, people treated the mntter as n 
<oko, but invootlgnUon puts a differout 
light on tho matter. It ia found that 
iohnson is a graduate ot Columbia col- 
lege, Now York, wall provided financially 
nnd possessing a complete chemical and 
physical laboratory at, his country homo. 
He simply claims that an ordinary huso 
motal which hns boon considerod a chein- 
*cal element is a compound of which gold 
is *i'7e principal part. 


After the publication o£ Professor Roont- 


gon's discoveries Johnsou, in company 
with Mr. Miueur, concluded to experiment 
on tho comparative transparency of sev- 
eral metah to tho X rays. By accident n 
block of one of thu mont common metals 
was placod in tho box in a, certain relation 
to the anode polo of the Crookes tube. 
After two hours Mr, Johnson observed 
that this mutul was undergoing a change. 
The surface nearest the tube was covered 
to a dopth of one-fourth of an inch with a 
white powder. Beneath this powder tho 
metal presented uneven surfaces of yellow- 
ish color. More metal was procured and 
a like result followed. Hays of great chom- 
Ical power must havo boon thrown off and 
Mr. Johnson called these Y rays. 


Mr. Johnson then sent a block of the 


charged metal to a friend at Columbia col- 
lege, John C. Hotchkiss. A reply has boon 
received in which preliminary results were 
Kiven. 
The yellow metal, Dr. Hotchkiss 


says, "is probably gold." The base moial 
used is a secret. 
According to Mr. John- 


son it is 08.92 por cout gold, and ho can 
decompose a pound in three hours itt au 
expense of 13K cucts por hour. This moans, 
at a cost of about 50 couts, to produce 
about $153 worth of gold. Stups havo hoou 
taken to patent the process in this country 
and abroad.—Philadelphia Pri'ss.

Outside 
of this, he la on the rapid road to recovery, 
and tho physicians say will soon be in the 
race with Caler and Reynolds to see which 
is pronounced cured first. 


His cough has left him, and the Inrge 


cavity In his right inng has also disap- 
peared. Gouts is cheerful and hopeful and 
talks very encouragingly of tho treatment 
and longs to be able to bo out of bod so he 
can exerciso in tho morning sun with tho 
rest of tho invalids.

8 years who do not perform continuous 
iianual labor and report such names to 
inn at the end of each mouth, with a\iow 
o having rations withheld from such per- 
ons.

ibovo order tho agent says;

"The Indians should be made to undor- 


tand that tho government will help those i 
vho try to help themselves, but that those 
vho refuse to work when they are able to 
o so and those who will not be guided by 
he advice aud instructions issued from 
his office for tiioir welfare will no longer 
e fed at Its expense.

eople aud tho children and those who are 
isabled by infirmity or disease will re- 
oive rations, as usual, us long us supplies 
re furnished for such purposes."

Prisoner Carries on a Huge and Suspicion. 


Correspondence — Officials Powerless In 
the Matter-Must Walt For a Complaint 
Before Actlne.

An 
office.- thus knowingly opening a letter not ad- 
dressed to himself or to any one not m his im- 
mediate cburgo subjects himself to indictment 
under section i)8W, JJ S.

A Jotter once placed ui the postofflcf is ia the
